Mr.TrntchontUcTerms, 

The romarks of the Hon Mr Tratch 
at the Ottawa banquet, as reported in 
the Ottawa papora and published in 
these columns yosterdoy, have, as might 
well have boen supposed, excited no 
little fooling in this community, Tho 
version of Mr Trutch'a speech we pub- 
lished was taken from tho Ottawa 
Times, In examining the vorsion of it 
which appeared in tho Ottawa Citizen, 
we dlsoover considerable discrepancy bo- 
tween the two reportp, and in justice to 
the epoaker wo hero produce the 
passage bearing upon tho railway as 
reported in tho lust mentionod paper : — 
< With reference to the conetraotion of this 
road, he wonld say ibat when il was men- 
tioned he met with an Besatanoe that the 
road would be built, tbe only question was 
bow loog it would take to build it. Tbe 
people of British Colombia would not en- 
tertain tho idea of foroinR Canada to keep 
to tbe strict letter of tbo agreemont. If 
Canada bad to raiae one handred millions ol 
dollars to build tbis road and tax the peoplo 
of tbe Dominion, including those ol British 
Columbia, to pay it. he would be the lir*t to 
raise hU voice against it." 
It will be observed that tho words used 
bore ure somewhut lo.^s opon to object- 
ion than those in tho vorsion pub» 
liBhed jestorday. Of course we aro 
not in a position to say whioh vorsion 
is tho more corroot or whether oithoi 
be correct ; but we think wo may ven- 
ture to assert that neither should have 
boon uttered by Mr Trotoh, After 
dinner Rjaoeches aro a peculiar sort of 
thing, and it does not do to attaoh mnch 
importance to what is said on such oc- 
casions. Bnt, whatevor latitude wo 
might have allowed Mr Trutob, under 
the peculiarly happy ciroametanoos, in 
treating npon other topics, it became 
htm to bo extremely guardod in touch- 
ing so vital aud so delicate a point as that 
involved in the interpretation of the clause 
in the treaty which requires tbo Paoiflo 
Railway to be completed witbin ton 
years after the admission of British 
Columbia. We find no fault with Mr 
Tratch for indenti fy i r g himself with 
tha Dominion Government as 
against the Opposition ; for it must be 
remembered that tbo negotiation* 
being concluded and tbe bargain struok, 
British Columbia was in a measure part 
and parcel of tbe Dominion; and where 
elce should hor representative have boen 
iound but by thosido of a Cabinet which 
had done so much for her 1 We ouuld 
have quite excused tbo indulgence ol a 
little romance upon such an occasion ; 
wo would even have pard.mod the 
equanimtty with whioh tho complimon 
Ury reierence of tho Minister of War 
to the long battle which had bee > 
fought in tho cause of Confederation by 
' tbe guest of the evening ' was receiv. 
ed, But, after miking a liberal allow- 
ance for the inaccuracies of newspaper re 
porting, as well as for the soduotivo cir- 
cumstances in which ho found himself 
placed, we still find ourselves unable 
to juntily tbo conduot of Mr Trutch in 
giving tbe interpretation to thu 
railway clause which ho uppoarn

disjointed party clung. The vote on 
th's question was — for tho Government 
94 ; for tho amendment, 66 — a total 
of ISO votes. The result of the division 
would not have been altered by tbe 
presence of tho 21 members who either 
paired or were absent, at leaBt eleven of 
thorn boing supporters of the Govern- 
ment, The Government's majority of 
28 was mado up iu this way :— Majority 
from Outarlo, 2 ; from Quebec, 21; 
from Nova Scotia, 6, aud Manitoba, 1, 
leas au Opposition majority from How 
Brunswick of two. This was the actual 
numerioal strength of the two parties on 
that important division ; but it does not 
convoy an idea of their relative 
strength, for the 94 gontlomen who 
supported the Government formed a 
united phalanx ; they were not and 
nover are, weak-konod when tho party 
to whioh thoy bolongis tbroatoned; and 
thoy would rally again to-morrow if a 
purely party contest woro provoked by 
tho Opposition. Oo the othor hand the 
66 who voted for tho amendment were 
as motley a party as could woll be con- 
ceived. There woro Girts and Eougoi, 
Indopendonts and Annexationist! 1 , 
' trimmers' — men who, havning no do* 
finable political opinions, may be lump- 
ed andor the title of 'mndrios,' aud 
eight more professional supporters of the 
Governmont, who supported tho Opposition 
becnu3(i tbej know tho Government wuuld be 
sustained, and wanted to show their Indopoa- 
dunco in view of the coming elections, or from 
the amplitude of their charity to a faction 
that was driven desporato by defeat. Twenty- 
four out of t!i o sixty- six were out-and-out 
Writs, who pointed to the pt»rty gyves on their 
wrists and voted submissively against a mc«n 
sure to which not loug before thuy had given 
their warmest support — and they represent 
the party ovor which jl/r McKonsic, by the 
grace of IJrown, has full and unlimited com- 
mand. Twelve ot the Gti were tbo Anglo- 
French aaxllliariea who (ollowed Messrs 
Dorion and Ilolton to tho slaughter ; seven 
were Now Brunswick momhers who vote for 
nothiug unless it happens to he favorable to 
their own Province ; and there ware throe 
fromNova Scotia who would votefor anything 
that might happen to bring about the his- 
torical aspiration of their chief, Mr Jones

Nett Yoes, May 3 — A special says tho first 
stop toward tho execution of tho Ku,Klux law 
will probably be Iho issue of a proclamation 
by tho President calling attoatioa to the pro~ 
visions of tho law and tho purposo to en- 
forco it properly and thoroughly whouover it 
may bo violatod.

of suffrage to females as an outrage on 
womanhood. Tho members for Edinburgh 
nud the Universities spoke in favor of woman 
■ uffrtge, On a vote being taken it reaulted 
iu a miijorityof sixty-four aguinst tho bill.

Europe. 

London, May 2 — lo the House of Peers, Earl 
Kimberley, Earl Ruasel and Uarl Gray criti- 
sizod tho IKhij administration of Ireland, 
which was ably defended by tfranville. 

In tho House ol Commons, afte,- nn interest, 
ing debate on the Ocean Postage, Seelye mov- 
ed a resolution that the Poettnastcr-General 
should make arrangements with tho postal 
deportment of the United States for reducing 
the rule of postage on lettora between Eng- 
land nud America to ono penny. He pointed 
out tho importance of such a reduction to 
,thu commercial and poorer clnsies, aud urged 
that it would serve to strengthen the ties 
between tho two nations, ifuudella ami Horron 
supported the resolution. Monsoll, Poalmaster- 
Geoeral, thought thai ponding tho present 
contnicts wilh ocean steamora tho reduction 
would ho impossible. He proceeded to argue 
against the change, and thought that such a 
reduction would fail to bring about an in- 
crease of business sufficient to compensate 
the department. Tho shilling rate produced 
£130.000. Sixpenny ratf £83. Out). Three- 
penny rate brought in only £47 000. Total 
coat of ocean sluain mail bcrvice as per cons 
tract was JCH33.000. Total receipts £3U3 000. 
Loss to the Department £470 000. Grindstone 
opposed iho resolution and begged that the 
matter might bo left lo tho discretion of tho 
Government.
